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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takeuchi et al. 
(US 4,856,857). 

Takeuchi et al. disclose a coated transparent plastic film comprising a plastic film (Figs. 
4-7, #31, #35, #36, #63, #64 or #61) and at least one layer (Figs. 4-7, #2) applied to the plastic 
film, wherein the at least one layer varies locally in thickness in order to depict an image (Figs. 
4-7, #2). Regarding claims 2 and 8, note the at least one layer comprises polymers which are or 
have been colored (col. 10, lines 30-37). Regarding claims 3 and 8, note the layer is formed from 
blended polymers (col. 5, lines 1-2). Regarding claims 4 and 9, note at least one layer is self- 
adhesive (Figs. 4-7, #32 and #62). Regarding claim 5, note the self-adhesive layer is designed 
such that its structure is destroyed when the layer is detached from an attachment surface (col. 
15, lines 15-21). Regarding claim 6, note the layer comprises ultraviolet pigments (col. 11, lines 
41-60). Regarding claim 7, note the method of applying to the transparent plastic film the at least 
one layer (hologram forming layer) with a locally varying layer thickness in order to depict an 
image by means of the varying layer thickness (Figs. 4-7, #2 and col. 2, lines 36-40 and col. 22, 
lines 44-50).
